From the seat of the 
Caliphate at Damascus the domain of Islam extended thence across Syria, Mesopotamia, 
Eastern Turkey and the Caucasus; and beyond these provinces eastwards across Iran and 
Afghanistan to the most distant provinces of Transoxiana and Sind.
